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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required. 
Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000 
and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau,  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available 
to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  pro- 
grams as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have 
any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at 
271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy 
Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention, 
and  law  enforcement.  The  1997  fire  season  was  a  safe  period  for  wildland 
firefighters  with  no  major  injuries  reported.  The  drought  conditions  experienced 
during  the  early  summer  months  was  a  significant  factor  resulting  in  the  total 
number  of  fires  reported  during  the  season, 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and 
3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the 
quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the 
size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low 
as  possible.

Another  busy  year  has  passed.  The  Society  had  a  table  at  the  Fryeburg 
Flea  Market  each  Sunday  as  a  fund  raiser,  had  a  flea  and  craft  sale  in  Chatham  and 
sold  our  Tee  Shirts,  Sweatshirts  and  booklets  in  the  Museum  room  to  raise  needed 
monies  for  our  projects  in  progress.

We  were  very  fortunate  in  having  Mary  Ellen  Barnes  (who  was  working  on 
her  Masters  degree)  interest  in  the  Stow-Chatham  area.  She  received  a  matching 
grant  from  the  Maine  Humanities  Council  to  do  her  project  of  "Families  and 
Communities  in  the  Cold  River  Valley,  1880-1930"  She  did  many  interviews  with  the 
older  folks  in  the  area  and  the  tapes  and  transcripts  are  in  the  Museum  Room.  She 
held  two  evening  programs  -  Chatham  in  June  and  Stow  in  August.  The  Society 
sponsored  her  project  and  had  a  large  display  of  photographs  and  scrapbooks  from 
our  collection  at  each  of  her  programs.  Our  monthly  meetings  throughout  the 
summer  had  interesting  speakers  and  many  stopped  by  the  Museum  Wednesdays 
for  a  visit,  to  browse  or  do  research. 

We  are  actively  seeking  photographs,  journals,  maps,  etc.  of  the 
Chatham-Stow  area  to  add  to  our  collection.  Copies  are  fine  if  you  want  the  original 
to  remain  with  you.  If  you  have  such  materials,  please  may  we  borrow  them  long 
enough  to  either  photocopy  or  have  laser  prints  made  ?  Much  of  the  photocopying 
can  be  done  at  our  Museum  (none  will  be  sent  away)  or  locally. 

The  Museum  is  open  Wednesday  afternoons,  weather  permitting,  from  1 
to  4:30  pm.  The  Society  needs  volunteers  to  do  historical  projects,  work  on 
scrapbooks,  help  at  the  fund  raisers,  etc.  Membership  dues  are  $  6.00  per  member 
per  year.  Everyone  Welcome.  Our  meetings  are  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month 
from  April  through  October  at  the  Museum  Room  and  are  held  at  7  pm.  For  more 
information  contact  me  or  drop  in  to  the  Museum  any  Wednesday  afternoon. 

The  Society  was  saddened  to  lose  two  of  its  valued  members,  Winnie 
Andrews  and  Betty  Hill,  this  year.  Sympathy  and  thoughts  are  sent  to  their  families.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  of  Chatham,  in  the  County  of 
Carroll,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  on  District  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  District  on 
Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March,  1998,  at  7:30  p.m.  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects. 

ARTICLE  1 .  To  elect  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing  three 
years. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  elect  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  elect  an  Auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  elect  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  school  bus;  and 
to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  from 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (School  Buses)  created  for  that  purpose,  and  to  authorize 
the  Trustees  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (School  Buses)  to  withdraw  said  monies 
and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  School  District  Treasurer.  (Recommended  by  the 
School  Board)(Recommended/Not  Recommended  by  the  Municipal  Budget 
Committee) 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  thirty-nine  thousand,  five  hundred  thirty-five  dollars 
($339,535.00)  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District,  exclusive  of  all  separate  articles.  (Recommended  by  the  School  Board) 
(Recommended/Not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

ARTICLE  8.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

All  Articles  were  passed  by  a  show  of  hands. 

Article  1-  Waneeta  A.  Marquis  was  re-elected  as  the  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2-  Bonnie  Arbogast  was  elected  for  the  ensuing  three  year  term  as  a  school 
board  member. 

Article  3-  Louise  Mckenzie  was  re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year  as  treasurer. 

Article  4-Deborah  Montgomery  was  re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year  as  auditor. 

Article  5-  The  Town  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $353,443.00  for  the 
1997-1998  school  year.  This  budget  covers  all  expenses  that  may  duly  come 
before  it. 

*There  was  a  review  of  the  number  of  children  we  had  enrolled  in  school 
for  the  Town.  The  total  number  of  children  is  42.  There  was  concern  raised  about 
whether  Chatham  school  children  would  have  any  problems  being  included  in  the 
Fryeburg  school  district  at  present  or  in  the  future.  Mr.  George  Cunningham 
Superintendent  of  Fryeburg  Academy  assured  us  that  our  children  were  not  at  risk 
of  being  edged  out  of  the  Fryeburg  School  system  because  of  enrollment  numbers. 

*  In  review  for  our  children's  transportation,  Mr.  Jim  Hill  rode  the  Chatham 
bus  to  check  out  our  contract  with  Bennett  Transportation.  Mr.  Hill  assured  us  the 
contract  that  the  Town  holds  with  Bennett  is  in  our  best  interest  financially.  We 
have  a  good  deal. 

*  There  was  discussion  of  the  school  board  meetings  being  held  at  a  more 
mutually  agreeable  location  and  time.  This  would  be  helpful  to  those  residents  that 
would  like  to  become  more  involved.  It  was  suggested  that  the  meetings  be  held 
at  the  Chatham  Library.  The  monthly  meeting  time  is  currently  at  8:30  a.m. 
Mondays,  in  North  Conway. 

Article  6-  No  new  business  at  hand  or  further  discussion  the  motion  to  adjourn  was 
made  and  seconded,  we  adjourned.  Time  was  9:21  p.m.
